Council Must Ask Move; 
“Thompson Has a

On his own Initiative State’s Attorney 
Hoyne docs not propose to indict Mayor 


'Thompson fof malfeasance or seek his 


ouster by quo warranto proceedings for 
the mayor's “‘ tyrannical abuse" of his 
power while presiding at last week's up- 
roarious council meeting. 

. Authoritative information to this effect 
was given Tu? TriBunes yesterday, after 
Mr. Hoyne’s representativesehad started 
quo warranto proceedings before Judge 
Sabath in the Superior court, in an at- 
tempt to unseat Capt. Percy B. Coffin, 
Charles R. Francis, and Albert H. Mil- 
ler, respectively made business man- 
ager, attorney, and secretary of the new 
or Thompson school board. 


Mr. Hoyne announced last night that |- 


a review of the official proceedings of 
the council meeting showed that the 
mayor, by his conduct ‘as the presidin 
officer, “is technically guilty of mal- 
feasance. He also raid that the mayor, 
as such, can be proceeded against in a 
criminal prosecution or by quo warranto 
action. 


Impractical, He Thinks. . 

Although he declared that he * had not 
made up his mind "' what to do with the 
mayor, THB TRIBUNE learned that he 
now considers it impractical to try to 
cause the mayor’s ouster by either mal- 
fcasance prosecution or by quo war- 
ranto. 

In fact, he is disinclined to take action 
against Big Béll unless the council 
should ask him to, it is said, and even 
then he would consider the success of 
the move doubtful, He was asked about 
this and made the following statement: 

“If the city council by a majority 
vote should ask me to act, that would 
have considerable influence on my de- 
cision.”’ 

‘*For what reason?" he was asked. 

** Because the council, which is Chi- 
cago's legislative body, is elected by the 
people, and its wishes, manifested by 
majority vate, would to all practical pur- 
poses refiect public sentiment as to 
what ought to be done with the mayor,” 
he replied. 

“Mayor Has Good Defense.” 

Tue TRIBUNR’s informant summarized 
the situation In this way: 

“The council record is clear and it 
shows that the mayor is technically 
guilty of malfeasance, that is, that he 
stalked from the council chamber, re- 
fusing to permit an appeal from the 
chair on a motion before the council. 

“If the state’s attorney should prose- 
cute the mayor for malfeasance, which 
ie a criminal action, or should start 
quo warranto proceedings, which are 
civil, the mayor has a good défense to 
either ohe. It has been suggested by 
Sam Ettelson, his corporation counsel, 
and is this: There had been great con- 
fusion and hubbub Im the council room 
and the mayor could defend his actions 
by saying that he did not hear all the 
motiens that were made. This would 
probably be his defense, because BHttel- 
son is quoted as saying that the news- 
papers made out a case for the admin- 
istration. 

“Mr. Hoyne could indict the mayor 
easily enough. But he is too practical 
to start anything unless he is sure that 
he can finish it in court. He takes this 
position in the mayor's case.” 


Will Act Against Members. 
After quo warranto proceedings had 
been instituted against three officials 
of the Thompson school board, Mr. 
Hoyne declared that an information for 
similar action is being prepared to file

AN. INTOLERABLE SITUATION. 

At a time when every loyal American is praying 
for harmony and single minded devotion to the 
great task the nation has undertaken, when we 
are all conscious that the eyes of the world, and 
espétially of our formidable enemy, are upon us, 
when every sign of disorder is a blow for that 
enemy, and when every ounce of our energy, 
moral and material, is ¢alled for, the mayor of the 
secofid city of the nation has thrust the commu- 
nity into a scandalous row and has given an ex- 
ample of insolent abuse of power which humiliates 
Chicago as it never before has been humiliated in 
its history. 

Mayor Thompson was he to office in spite 
of his conspicuous affiliation with a political fac- 
tion whose record was exceptionally unsavory and 
in spite of his association with politicians whose 
part in our local government has been costly, In 
this sense we, as a community, have deserved pun- 
ishment, but we are getting it somewhat too 
severely. We deserve a good deal, but not what 
Mayor Thompson is giving us. , 

The stinging arraignment presented by Ald. 
Kerner is not exaggerated and the decent citizens 
of this city will approve it whether it have legal 
consequence or not. 

The most serious inferences are to be drawn 
from the recent actions of Mayor Thompson and 
his advisers. He has taken a position which 
savors strongly of treason. His attitude toward 
the French commission and the Liberty bond cam- 
paign, his remarks on the war, and the propa- 
ganda-of affiliated politicians which tends to ob- 

»struct or discourage the energetic preparation of 
the nation for its critical responsibilities; have 
brought the whole city into suspicion and critt- 
cism. ‘We do not believe German-Americans sym- 
pathize with this un-German disloyalty or can be 
deceived by, so discreditable an appeal to disloyalty, 
in them. 

But we have now a situation on which there 
can be no division of opinion. If Mayor Thomp- 
son's intentions in regard to school affairs are not 
as bad as has been charged, he has done about 
everything he could to make the city believe they 
are too bad to be tolerated, and his attempt to 
abolish the city council, by methods which are out 
of date even in a roughhouse ward meeting, 
brings matters to a climax. 

The mayor and his aliles have aroused the fears 
of the community. They have outraged common 
decency and insulted a coérdinate branch of gov- 
ernment. They have shamed Chicago before the 
world and threatened demoralization when har- 
mony and hard work are more than ever a para- 
mount duty of every American community. 

The mayor and the situation he has created and 
the methods he and his allies stand for, we hope, 
will be handled without gloves. The good name of 
the city is at stake.

The full rigged ship Lornty, sunk al- 
most within the shadew of the Statue of Liberty, 
lay seventy feet below a red buoy for three years; 
then along came a salvage crew and raised it. In 
his day Hobson fished up more than one Spanish 
hulk; if they sank again it was no fault of his. 
But there has been a limit, thus far, to what 
salvage could accomplish, for it has presupposed 
still water. Wrecking craft would hover over 
a submerged vessel, send down divers, attach pon- 
toons, inflate them, and there you were. How- 
ever, rough seas spoiled the whole game. If, now, 
the wrecking craft can plunge to the ocean’s still 
depths and operate there, salvage may be pos- 
sible, if not in the mid-Atlantic or mid-Pacific, at 
any rate at greater depths than ever before, or 
wherever ships have been sunk. Untold wealth 
may be recovered, dlong with antiquities for a 
thousand museums. _

BOOZE LEGISLATION. 
Any piece of sumptuary legislation is likely to 
defeat its own purpose. The prohibition against a 
thing is often an invitation to do it. A boy doesn't 


_ eat green apples because he likes them; he eats 


them because they are forbidden. 

We believe in sobriety. We believe in absti- 
nence. But we are dubious about enforced ab- 
stinence. It is a form of moral internment. It is 
efficacious if the walls are strong, but the desire 


to escape becomes the impelling motive of life._It- 


develops a vast amount of misdirected energy, and 
Wwe may as well admit that few walls are strong 
enough to withstand a strong will. 

There are more specific objections to the house 
bill to prohibit the manufacture of alcoholic 
liquors. As it stands the bill puts a premium on 
what is politely called “hardware.” There is at 
least four years’ supply of whisky in the country, 
because bonded liquor must remain in storage 
about four years. Beer, on the other hand, is not 
stored, and the immediate supply would soon be 
exhausted. As a result, the beer drinkers would 
become whisky drinkers. Even the prohibitionist 
must admit that beer is the lesser of two evils. 

The senate plan to place a heavy tax on booze 
is, we believe, much wiser. To make the stuff 
very expensive without prohibiting it Is to make 
it unattractive. No one will get the whisky habit 
at 60 cents or $1 a drink. Enlightened reform 
suggests restrictions to make booze difficult, but 
not too difficult, to obtain. If the restrictions are 
too great there will always be the incentive to 
override them. Human nature is silly enough to 
take a forbidden drink because it is forbidden, be- 
cause it carries with it a sense of achievement

- It is worth while to dwell on the moral aspects 
of national prohibition because we do not believe 
it would be an.issue if it were merely a question 
of food conservation. The amotint of grain that 
is used is small in comparison to the total pro- 


ited by the imposition of a heavy tax the waste 
would be reduced to a minimum. According to 
the farm journals, wet brewer's grains—the resi- 
due from the manufacture of beer—make excellent 
provender for hogs, while the vineyards certainly 
cannot be regarded as a source of food supply. 

We think any legislation that makes whisky 
easier to obtain than beer or light wines is highly 


gress should impose greater restrictions on the 
use of alcoholic beverages than now prevail The 
point is that hysterical regulation may be more 
dangerous than the evil it seeks to remedy. 


NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS. 


Last year it was considered one of the encour- 
aging signs of advance in our military standards 
that regular army officers were in many cases 
invited to take commands in the national guard. 
This was evidence of an increasing respect for the 
expert and the professional and of a willingness in 
the guard to waive corps pride and personal am- 
bition in favor of a greater efficiency. 

If this was true last year it is true now, yet we 
find that for some reason or other the requests of 
a number of national guard units for regular off- 
cers remain unanswered. Many regiments last 
year came to know and respect certain officers who 
were assigned to them and have asked that they 
be returned for service in the great war. Why 
cannot this be done, and without further delay? 
The only objection, we suspect, is on behalf of 
the law of strict seniority. It is true that if these 
requests are granted a few captains or majors 
may become colonels or lieutenant colonels. But 
there seems to us to be two sufficient answers to 
this objection. The first is that with the enormous 
expansion of our army there may soon be a cor- 
rection of such injustice as may be involved in 
advancing a few men now. Besides, what stand- 
ing is there for objection on this ground when 
at the training camps all over the country civil- 
jans, noncoms, and subalterns are being trained 
even now for commissions of higher grade? Ci- 
villians, sergeants, Heutenants in the guard in 
a few months may be captains and majors. The 
men who are in request for these national guard 
places all have proved their worth afi have made 
good in positions for which they are sought. 

The second answer is that the national guard 
deserves some special consideration. It is a body 
of men who were patriotic enough to volunteer 
for training and service long before the national 
army was even planned. When the men of that 
army were at home the guard was on the border, 
and for years it has been preparing to do its 
duty when the nation called. Now that the nation 
has called, the guard is, after the regulars, our 
only immediate dependence, and will go into the 
field months before the national army is ready. It 
ought to have good officers, and if it is possible, as 
we believe it is, to grant the wishes of some guard 
organizations for officers they know and have 
confidence in, why should they be rebuffed? 

The president has called for volunteers to fill up 
the regular army. Presumably he will call for 
volunteers to fill up the guard before using the 
draft resources. It would seem to be policy to 
treat the guard with consideration when its wishes 
are consistent with military efficiency, as they are 
in this instance. , 

There is an unpleasant suggestion of official 
jealousy or red tape in this matter. It is to be 
hoped it will be promptly cleared.

PURE WELL WATPR. 

Mrs. B. writes: “ The letter in your 
paper about typhoid and vacationists 
made me decide to write you. We in- 
tend to take two babies aged 15 months 
and 3 years, respectively, into the coun- 
try, Bphraim, Wis. Is that considered 
a healthful place to spend a summer? 
How can we tell if the well water is 
pure, and how can we be sure it Is?” 


. REPLY. 

I have not the information. Perhaps you 
can get it from the Wisconsin state board of 
health. If a well is less than one hundred 
feet deep the probability is that the water 
is not good, though it may not be infected 
all the time. A well within a hundred feet 
of a privy or stable will probably furnish un- 
safe water. Artesian wells, flowing wells 
and other deep wells are generally safe. You 
can make unsafe water safe by heating it 
for twenty minutes to 160 degrees. This 
will not alter the taste. You can make 
unsafe milk safe by heating it likewise.

FREQUENT NOSE BLEED. 

Constant Reader writes: “About a 
week ago I was beginning to get fre- 
quent nose bleeds. This would come 
unexpectedly and would soil my cloth- 
ing. I also had a very hard time to stop 
the running of the blood from my nose 
when it was once started. My mother 
told me of an old way to stop nose 
bleeds is by inhaling the odor of a raw 
onion. I did this but find it a failure.” 


REPLY. 

Graap the nose with the thumb and index 
finger so as to stop both nostrils. Lean for- 
ward. Breathe through your mouth. After 
ten or fifteen minutes slowly relax the pres- 
sure on the nostrils. Remove fingers from the 
nose slowly. After an hour or more the clot 
can be washed from the nostrils with cold 
water. 

There are several causes of nosebleed. You 
may have &@ bieeding spot in your nose. If 
so, a physician should cauterize it. 

Perhaps you are eating too much and ex- 
ercising too little.

HILDE the French government 

has always refused, since the 

establishment of the repubiic 

in 1870, to grant official or legal 
recognition to nobilary tities bestowed 
upon its citizens, either by the papacy 
or by any foreign monarchy, no one will 
be disposed to criticise ex-Premier Paul 
Deschanel, president of the chamber of 
deputies, for his action in deacrtbing the 
gallant young Baron Xavier de Reille as 
Duke of Dalmatia in the funeral! oration 
delivered on Friday last. In the face 
of death, and especially of death on the 
battle field, no one with any heart feels 
disposed to raise legal questions as to 
the value of the honors which the man 
who has thus given his life for his 
country may have possessed, 

But if the obsequies of this brave 
young commander of an automobile bat- 
tery—who, after being twice wounded 
by German shells at St. Quentin, con- 
tinued to advance until killed by a third 
ashell—were honored by a state funeral 
it was not because of his heroism, or of 
his nobillary honors, French and papal, 
but because he was a popular member 
of the chamber of deputies, in which 
he represented his native district of 
Tarn. 

It seems fut the other day that he 
was acting as chief mourner of his 
younger brother, Jean, who fell last 
year before Verdun, where he Was serv- 
ing as a private of the First regiment 
of chasseurs. Both brothers were the 
great-great-grandsons not only of the 
famous Marsha: Massena, Duke of Ri- 
voll, but also of his equally celebrated 
Marshal Soult, who was created Duke 
of Dalmatia by the first Napoleon, and 
whose empire honors were confirmed by 
the Bourbons, on their restoration in 
1815. The Marshal Goult'’s grand- 
daughter and sole heiress, Mile. Gene 
vieve Soult, married Gen. Baron Rene 
de Reille, who was under secretary of 
state in the Conservative administration 
of De Fourtou during the presidency of 
Marshal MacMahon. 

This couple had a son, Baron André 
de Reille, who died at 86, leaving five 
sons, the two elder of whom have been 
killed in the present war. Five years 
ago these five sons petitioned the 
French government, and received au- 
thority from the prestient of the re- 
public, from the council of state, and 
from the keeper cf the great seal of 
France, to add the historic name of 
their celebrated ancestor, Marsha) Soult, 
to their patronymic, and to style them- 
selves as De Reille-Soult. The action 
of the government in the matter was 
restricted to bestowing upon them the 
name of Soult, and not that of Dal- 
matia, with or without the title of duke.

The eldest of the brothers, whose ob- 


‘sequies occurred last week, thereupon 


took steps to revive his great-great- 
grandfather’s dukedom, through some 
foreign power, trusting that it would 
in due course be generally acoepted in 
France as a matter of courtesy and 
usage, as is often the case, even though 
the French government declined to of- 
ficially recognize it. 

At first he turned to the king of Spain. 
But Alfonso XIII. caused it to be quietly 
and tactfully pointed out to him that

INDIANA'S LOYALTY. 

Crawfordsville, Ind., June 23.—{Editor 
of The Tribune.)}—The people of Indiana 
—its thoughtful and intelligent citizens— 
will not be consumed with pride over 
the patronizing approval of the Cleveland 
Leader, republished in Taw Trisunp. 

The writer seems to be agreeably sur- 
prised that the state should have been 
the first “to fill its entire quota of re- 
cruits needed for the regular army,” and 
that of the whole forty-eight states 
“only three of them reached the goal 
ahead of Indiana.’ He also pointed out 
the fact that Indiana, a commonwealth 
inclined strongly to the Democratic 
party, “was swept by the Republican 
tickets, national, state, and loeal,” in 
the recent election. 

The writer evidently is of a generation 
to whom the civil war is ancient history. 
No state in the union made such a rec- 
ord under the most menacing conditions 
that could be concelved. It had been 
settled largely in the southern and south- 
western districts by emigrants ‘from the 
southern states, an Illiterate and indo- 
lent class of people. These were the 
southern sympathizers and “ copper- 
heads” led by a few  wunecripulous 
traitors, of whom Ohio contributed its 
quota, the Infamous Clement C. Valan- 
dingham among them. The census of 
1860 shows that the total population of 
Indiana was 1,350,041, which included 
10,869 free Negroes. The total popula- 
tion of Ohio, according to the same cen- 
sus, was 2,339,600, of whom 36,225 were 


With its population of 1,850,941 Indiana 
furnished 106,368 men. Ohio with its 
population of 2,339,509, furnished 313,180. 
Indiana at that time was almost a pure- 
ly agricultural state, while Ohio had al- 
ready large forces of operatives in its

Bill Signed by Lowden 
a: End Primary in 
Cook County.

Springfield, Ill., June 25.—[Special.]— 
Cook county is to have two additional 
judges of the Superior court, to be 
elected next November, and all of the 
judges to be elected at that time will be 
nominated by party conventions, rather 
than by direct primaries. Gov. Lowden 
today signed the two bills that will 
make this possible. 

Ten of the sitting judges on the Su- 
perior court bench come to the end of 
their present terms with the approach- 
ing election. Five of them are Repub- 
licans and five are Democrats. The Re- 
publicans are Judges Hugo Pam, Albert 
Cc. Barnes, Charles M. Foell, Marcus 
Kavanagh, and William H. McSurely. 
The Democrats are Judges Joseph H. 
Fitch, Michael L. McKinley, Denis E 
Sullivan, Clarence N. Goodwin, and Jo- 
seph B. David. One vacancy is also to 
be filled. 


May Renominate All Judges. 

Conditions, political and otherwise, 
make it possible for each of the major 
parties to réenominate the five retiring 
judges. belonging to that party, name an 
extra judge each for the two new places, 
and have an agreement over which party 
shal] name the candidate for the va- 


cancy. 

It ‘is understood that the Republicans 
in. control of the party organization will 
insist upon the slating of Oscar Hebel 
for one of the new places. Elimination 
of the direct primary saves the cost of 
all the registration. and primary election 
expense, figured at $350,000. 

Men in touch with the Chicago condi- 
tions say the direct primaries would re- 
nominate the- sitting judges; that the 
bar .primaries, could indorse them, and 
that public sentiment favors their re- 
election, so that the enactment of the 
two bills probably means that there will 
be no judicial campaign necessary this 
year, provided the agreement indicated 
between the two parties is carried out 
when the nominating conventions aré 
held. 

Revised Medical Bill Signed. 

Gov. Lowden signed the revised medi- 
cal bill today. ‘This is the law that has 
been agreed to by representatives of all 
schools of medical practice, for the first 


The governor also signed the Boehm 
bill that provides for a waiver of col- 
lege requirements for applicants for 
pharmacist registration, who have had 
four years’ practical experience. 

‘The law asked by the state council of 
defense requiring all funds being raised 
for war relief under various names and 
for many purposes to be supervised by 
the state council of defense; was signed 
by Gov.

HINK of having three hundred jars 
of fruit and vegetables, all bad 

a asc to flaver! That is just what 

one correspondent writes me. Her 
particular problem will receive further 
attention, but in the-meantime canning 
is being done, and new emphasis must 
be put on ‘matter of having sound 
rubbers. I bought three different brands 
of cans the other day, partly to test 
the rubbers, and not any of the bunches 
or a dozen was good. 

At least one jar manufacturer claims 
that he is too anxious to have people 
succeed with his canning to put bad 
rubbers in his cans, but not one rub- 
ber would stand the test of reasonabie 
stretching in the Jot I got. Our cans 
must be safely sealed or our materials 

and work are lost. 

Tt ia said that some manufacturers are 
making canning rubbers out of old au- 
tomobile tires. 


they make a contribution of flavor that 
we. do not desire to have in our canned 
stuff. Such rubbers have no life; they 
will not stretch. 

One of the prominent workers in this 
canning business had the following re- 
port from an intelligent woman, who 
mistrusted the rubbers when her fruit 
and vegetables were spoiled in flavor. 
She had the rubbers analyzed, but she 
did not stop.there. The analysis showed 
that the rubbers had been soaked in

Summer endive, such as Staghorn, is 
sown between May 15 and June 30, in 
drills on the nursery bed one-half inch 
deep, three to five seeds to the inch, 
four inches between the rows. When 
four leaves have developed, the seedlings 
are transplanted to the open garden, 
spacing them ten inches apart in the 
row and twelve inches between rows, 
If transplanting is delayed till more 


than four leaves have developed, the 


‘| plants should be cut back one-fourth 
that they may retain greater vitality 
and stand erect. 

Whenever possible, endive should be 
interplanted between other vegetables. 

Winter endive is sown in the nursery 
bed between July 9 and 21. If the 
ground is every dry, the drill should 
be soaked with water before sowing. 
Transplanting is done between Aug. 4 
and 18. The cultural methods are the 
same as for the summer  varieities. 
Frequent cultivation is essential for the 
production both of quality and of quan- 
tity. 

If not entirely used by the arrival of 
frost, the endive may be protected and 
blanched with straw or leaves, and so 
kept ready for use until the temperature 
drops to 15 degrees Fahrenheit or lower. 
Then take up the remainder, each with 
a ball of earth, and keep them in a cool, 
dark cellar for use, under favorable 
conditions till Christmas.

“I shall not permit it to reopen, how- 
ever, with Mr. Van Buskirk in any ca- 
pacity where he is permitted to pass on 
loans. I shall not permit it to reopen 
with Mr. Grissom connected with it in 
any capacity. lMegotiations are in 
progress, I understand, that will settle 
all difficulties without harm to anybody. 
There will be no haste tn forcing court 
action until we see what can be done.”
